Greater Fire 
Protection 
Guaranteed 

Men Of I,ocal Department To 
Bunk At Station Hou.se 
Durinii Wind Storms 

Hereafter the city will have 
even greater fire protection on 
nights when the wind Is on a 
dangerous rampage. The volun¬ 
teer Firemen Friday night voted 
to stand by at the station house 
whenever It appears that Sierra 
Madre is In for a tree-bending 
gale, and all members possible 
will sleep there on immediate 
call. 

“In the past,” Fire Chief W. 
D. Richards stated, “the men have 
been contacted by telephone when 
the wind rose so high that the 
sound of the fire siren was 
drowned out. But that method 
is somewhat faulty due to the 
danger of phone lines blowing 
down, or the wires becoming too i 
crowded for the .switchboard to 
handle speedily. 

“So far it has been only 
through sheer good luck that Si¬ 
erra Madre has escaped such de¬ 
structive fires as have razed the 
Altadena and Whittier Hills and 
the Malibu region. If a big fire 
ever gets started here during s 
windstorm - it'll be just too bad. 
That means that the safety of the 
community lies In the hands of 
the residents. 

“Be careful with fire! When 
the wind starts blowing, make 
.sure that all of your gas pilot 
lights are turned off, that every 
ash in the Incinerator or dump 
heap is soaked dead out.” 

P. R. Penn, manager of the 
Baiwwin avenue Safeway store, 
visited the scene of the Altadena 
disaster on Sunday and 
brought home a story that should 
stand as a grim warning to those 
Sierra Madreans who continue to 
disregard the extreme danger 
lurking in Southern California 
mountain areas such as this. 

"The devastation over there,” 
Penn told us, “is unbelievable If 
you haven’t actually seen It with 
your own eyes. Most people 
reading newspaper accounts of 
such things seem not to fully ; 
comprehend how fast these fires | 
move and how deadly destruc¬ 
tive they are. i 

“The thing that Impres.sed me 
most was the terrible difference 
between the luxurious, beautiful ; 
natural foothill growth—and the ' 
desolate, charred barreness of 
today . Such a sight brings ! 
.strongly home the need for the 
continuous precaution on the part 
of every Sierra Madrean and foot¬ 
hill resident.” i 

Astounding Jump 
In State Costs Is 
Causing Real Alarm 

California governmental offi¬ 
cials and department heads will 
meet in Los Angeles with repre- 
•sentatlve business men from all 
.sections of the State on Novem¬ 
ber 7 and 8 to consider urgent 
problems relating to governmen¬ 
tal expenditure and taxation. The 
call for the conference, which will 
be held in conjunction with the 
tenth annual meeting of the 
California State Chamber of 
Commerce, has been issued by 
Frederick J. Koster, Chairman of 
the State Chamber Commute on 
Government Expenditures and 
Taxation. 

"The facts of our present sit¬ 
uation speak for themselves,” Mr. 
Koster said in a statement ac¬ 
companying the_ announcement of 
the forth corning conference. 
"Stated briefly and simply, the 
people of California will pay be¬ 
tween $575,000,000 and $600,000,- 
000 In total taxes this year; 1914 
taxes amounted to but $95,000,- 
lOOO. The 1935 Legislature appro¬ 
priated $58,000,000 greater exjjen- 
dltures than it provided In reve¬ 
nues, In spite of the fact that 
some $97,000,00 Oln new taxes 
were enacted. Furthermore, there 
Is a carry-over deficit of $21,000,- 
000 from the previous biennium.” 

These and other problems of 
State finance will be discussed In 
detail at the tax committee meet¬ 
ing of the State Chamber. 

18th Amendment 
Is Still In Effect 
For Unemployed 

Unemployed now on relief rolls 
either must remain strictly "on 
the water wagon,” or their bud¬ 
gets will be sharply curtailed or 
altogether cut off, according to 
Rex Thomson, superintendent of 
county charities. Thomson states 
that liquor Is not an essential of 
life, and that in concqucnce a 
.strict watch will be kept for 
relief recipients purchasing liquor. 

“When the department receives 
a report that one of its clients 
has been purchasing Intoxicating 
liquor. It is an Indication that 
the person’s relief budget ex¬ 
ceeds the amount needed, or the 
person has some outside Income,” 
Thomson declares, “In either 
, event the department is em¬ 
powered by law to reduce the 
amount of aid furnished, or to 
close the case entirely.”

Adopt Float 
Design For 
City’s Entry 

Arti.st Plan.s Sierra Madre 
Display With An Eye To 
Color Profusion 


The beautiful de.sign for the 
"Wistaria Town” float—Sierra 
Madre’s entry In the Tournament 
of Roses, .submitted by Mr. and 
Mrs. Alfred James Dewey, was 
enthusiastically adopted by the 
float committee at a meeting In 
the City Hall on Monday evening. 
In addition to the many thou¬ 
sands of .sweet pea and purple 
and lavender stock blooms orlgin- 
.ally estimated as necessary to 
decorate the city’s entry, the de¬ 
sign calls for thousands of blue 
and purple flowers such as 
stocks, heliotrope, delphinium, 
bachelor buttons, rainbow asters 
and larkspur; yellow calendulas, 
roses and chrysanthemums and 
white carnations, larkspur, sweet 
peas, .stocks, snapdragons and 
roses. 

These are the flowers most 
abundant here in winter, the 
Deweys were told at a conference 
with Mrs. Jes.sie Ward Russell 
and other horticultural experts 
and the color scheme accordingly 
wa.s arranged to provide vivid 
contrasts. 

In a general way the float 
represents the " city’s great wis¬ 
taria vine growing over the per¬ 
gola at the east entrance to the 
Fennel estate, where the annual 
\Vistaria Fete is held, with the 
Sierra Madre Mountains in the 
background. Four figures on the 
float, to be impersonated by 
young women of the city, will 
represent health and culture, 
characteristics of the towm In ad¬ 
dition to the wistaria. 

The committee chairman, L. R. 
Go.-^horn, was directed to appoint 
a committee of three to arrange 
for decoration of the float and 
the gathering of flowers and 
nece.s.sary materials and given au¬ 
thority to designate such other 
committees as may be found 
ncces.sary in preparing the entry 
for its appearance at the start¬ 
ing point of the parade. 

This committee consists of Mrs. 
Fletcher White, president of the 
Woman's Club; Miss Elizabeth 
Steinborger, principal of the pub¬ 
lic school, and Alfred James 
Dewey, one of the great artists 
of the West. 

The selection of the young 
women to adorn the float \^11 ^ 
left to a committee consisting of 
two artists outside of Sierra 
Madre and the chairman of the 
parade committee of the Rose 
Tournament Association. They 
will make their selection after 
viewing the girls nominated. The 
time and place for making the 
selections will be determined 
later, as will the manner of 
making nominations. 

The size of the float wa.s ten¬ 
tatively fixed as 12 feet In 
height and 24 feet in length, 
though the committee has rea¬ 
son to believe that sufficient 
flowers will be available to make 
possible a considerably longer and 
more imposing entry. This can 
only be decided after It is known, 
at least in a general way, how 
many people are growing flowers 
that will be available for use. 

Many home gardeners have In¬ 
dicated what might be expected

At the same 1, 
time the aim will be to make ( 
each subject so clear that the , 
non-technical member of a class , 
may profit by the instruction as 
readily as one already with some . 
knowledge of the problems in. 
volved. The subjects to be con- ^ 
sidered will include roofing, 
plumbing, electrical wiring, paints. ^ 
cement work, heating, ventilation, 
and other related topics. It is the 
purpose of Mr. Hosford to make |; 
these classes of practical use . 
even in the matter of the small i 
repair jobs that are constantly i 
turning up in the conduct of a i 
home and which are so often the 
occasion to the home-owner of 
serious inconvenience and un¬ 
necessary expense. 

Leaders in all the housing pro¬ 
fessions and trades will preside 
at the various classes, and the 
information they have to give 
will be conveyed by motion pic¬ 
tures. laboratory experiments and 
practical demonstrations rather 
than by formal lectures. All talks, 
in fact, will be infonnal so that 
those in attendance may feel free i 
to ask any questions that may 
arise. Tentatively, it has been ar¬ 
ranged to hold the classes each 
Monday night in the auditorium 
of the City Hall.
